British Gunfire 
Routs Attack by 
Spain's Bombers 


(By the Associated Press) 

Fascist rebels were driven back with heavy losses to¬ 
day during an attempted March on Madrid, the Leftist Span¬ 
ish government announced. In a battle which observers said 
might prove decisive in Spain’s bloody week-old civil war, 
the government reported loyal troops pushed back the in¬ 
surgents about nine miles in the region of Somo Sierra, near 
Burgos. General Emilio Mola, the rebel commander, was 
reported to have retired in confusion, cutting telephone and 
telegraph wires. Some reports numbered the rebels at 100,- 
000 and Loyalists at 36,000. 

The British destroyer Whitehall 
routed a rebel plane with gunfire 
in Tangier harbor after the air¬ 
craft had bombarded a British ship 
carrying fuel oil to loyal Spanish 
cruisers. 

Loyalists Marching 

Another British destroyer, the 
Wild Swan, fired a "warning" shot 
off Tarifa, Spain, after a rebel 
plane dropped bombs nearby. 

In addition to reporting the 
rebel retreat near Burgos, the gov¬ 
ernment said loyal forces were 
pushing steadily toward Zaragoza, 
rebel stronghold; Segovia and Sal¬ 
amanca in the north, and toward 
Casares, Seville, Albacete, Cadiz 
and Algeciras, insurgent rallying 
points in the south.

A state assembly investigation 
of methods used by Sheriff Logan 
Jackson and the highway patrol in 
subduing citrus strike violence 
loomed as a probability today.

It was accompanied by re¬ 
ports that Consul Ricardo Hill of 
Los Angeles has applied for a writ 
of habeas corpus for 116 Mexican 
strikers in the county jail on riot¬ 
ing charges. 

Recalls Tear Gas 

Stewart Stratham, growers' rep¬ 
resentative, today said as far as 
the growers arc concerned, the 
strike is definitely broken. 

Assemblyman Richie, a liberal 
Democrat seeking re-election, said 
today, "I have heard that strikers 
holding lawful meetings were dis¬ 
persed by gangs throwing tear gas 
bombs. I don't know whether they 
wore uniforms or not. 

"I also have reports of the high¬ 
way patrol officers being used as 
strike-breaking agents and that 
the sheriff and other officers have 
been acting as strike breaking 
agents for the growers. 

Persistent Reports 

"It is not possible to Judge on 
hearsay, and I do not wish to con¬ 
demn anyone without an investi¬ 
gation, but I believe the persistent 
reports I have heard merit looking 
into.

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TOPEKA, Kans. (A?) — Alf M. 
Landon, the 48-year-old governor, 
stepped forward formally as the 
Republican candidate today to 
open a “fighting campaign" for 
the presidency in a setting of po¬ 
litical pageantry unprecedented in 
Kansas.

Outhwaite, chamber of commerce 
president, estimated the city's 
guests exceeded 30,000. 

Through streets splashed with 
sunflowers and hung with banners, 
the crowds milled toward the 
south steps of the buff sandstone 
..pitol building sele r 1 :d for Rep¬ 
resentative Bertrand Snell of New 
York to notify Landon of his nom¬ 
ination. For the afternoon a 
triple-columned parade, trimmed 
with 100 bands, was organized in 
a pioneer motif. 

Outwardly calm, restricting his 
remarks to the weather and to 
greeting friends, Landon sought 
several hours of rest during the 
day. His only engagements were 
a luncheon with members of the 
Republican national and notifica¬ 
tion committees and an early din¬ 
ner with his family. 

Short Address 

He laughingly told well wishers 
ho would be satisfied if a drought- 
relieving rain developed during his 
address. The weather forecast of 
"fair and warmer" pointed toward 
100-degree temperatures in the 
afternoon. 

Both within and without party 
ranks, Landon’s address was wait¬ 
ed eagerly. Its brief paragraphs, 
said by aides to total less than 
4000 words, were guarded closely. 

Gov. Alf M. Landon, on the 
threshold of a campaign to oust 
the New Deal, said today that , 
President Roosevelt's order ex¬ 
tending the merit system to the 
post office department “shows the 
advantages of competition.”

Estimate Reduction Of 
140,000,000 Bushels 
In Corn Crop 


CHICAGO, UP)—A spotty 
weather map showed more 
drought-aggravating heat in some 
sections of the corn belt today to 
test the fortitude of farmers al¬ 
ready counting their grain losses 
in terms of millions of bushels. 

Scattered local thundershowers, 
with no immediate prospect of 
general relief, were forecast by 
Forecaster J. R. Lloyd at Chicago. 

In Nebraska, where tempera¬ 
tures generally exceeded 100 yes¬ 
terday and ranged up to 110 at 
Ainsworth, Crop Statistician A. E. 
Anderson said corn could not 
withstand more than another rain¬ 
less week. 

He declared that in some parts 
of the state conditions already 
were worse than in the 1934 
drought, when Nebraska produced 
only 20,000,000 bushels, compared 
with a normal 226,000,000. The 
weather outlook today was gener¬ 
ally fair. 

Charles D. Reed, Iowa meterolo- 
gist, estimated the corn yield ex¬ 
pectation in that state had been 
reduced by 100 to 140 million 
bushels. Local thundershowers 
were forecast. 

Rising temperatures, after two 
days in which light scattered rains 
held down the mercury, prevailed 
in Oklahoma where a national 
emergency council survey esti¬ 
mated an 80 per cent loss in corn. 

In Southern Indiana a survey 
showed the probable corn crop loss 
already had reached $12,000,000, 
with the yield reduced an average 
of four bushels per acre. 

At Newberry, Mich., fire fight¬ 
ers brought under control a blaze 
which swept across a mile of green 
timber and into the dry woods of 
the Lake Betsy region. 

Two hundred men battled seven 
hours to stop a prairie fire in the 
vicinity of Ainsworth, Neb. Range 
pasturage and 100 tons of hay 
were destroyed.

The Exeter was 
expected to reach Barcelona at 9 
a. m. tomorrow (Spanish time).

VATICAN CITY. (Ah—A high 
American prelate said today Fa¬ 
ther Charles E. Coughlin’s politi¬ 
cal activities and a recent speech 
in which he called President 
Roosevelt "a liar” had caused "a 
painful impression" at the Vati¬ 
can. 

Pope Pius, nevertheless, will 
await the report of Bishop Mich¬ 
ael Gallagher oi Detroit before 
taking any action. Bishop Galla¬ 
gher is Father Coughlin’s ecclesia- 
tical superior, and now is en route 
to the Vatican to talk over the 
matter. 

(In New York, Bishop Gallagher 
said that while he disapproved of 
the language used at the Cleveland 
Townsend convention by Father 
Coughlin, he had not rebuked the 
radio priest, nor did he intend to 
rebuke him.) 

Regarding reports Pope Pius 
might transfer Bishop Gallagher 
to another diocese and place in 
his stead another bishop, the pre¬ 
late said it was very unlikely such 
a step would be taken. 

It would be very unusual, he 
continued, to transfer a bishop of 
Gallagher’s seniority. 

Reports of possible drastic ac¬ 
tions against Father Coughlin also 
were discounted, the prelate stat¬ 
ing any action to be taken likely 
would consist of a command from 
the priest's bishop to refrain from 
further political activity.

Troops With Bayonets 
Restore Order After I 
Killed 17 Wounded 

TALLADEGA, Ala., (JP) —Nine¬ 
teen were arrested today by na- 
tional guardsmen patrolling 
streets where a peace officer was 
slain and 17 persons wounded last 
night in the savage climax of a 
labor dispute at the Samoset Cot¬ 
ton mills. More than 150 troops 
with fixed bayonets restored 
order but soldiers were directed 
to prevent crowds gathering. 

Names of those arrested were 
not announced by guard officers. 
No charges have been placed 
against them. 

Col. John T. Moore, assistant ad¬ 
jutant general who ordered troops 
out, said reports that friends of 
the slain deputy sheriff, John J. 
Bryant, would seek revenge for 
his death failed to materialize. 

Bryant was killed in an ex¬ 
change of about 50 shots between 
pickets, officers and others short¬ 
ly after 10 o’clock last night. 

Joe Hayes, who accompanied 
officers to the mill, was shot in 
the stomach and was reported in 
critical condition early today.

Women who lost their American 
citizenship by marrying foreign¬ 
ers prior to Sept. 22, 1922, now 
may regain citizenship automati¬ 
cally when their husbands die or 
they are divorced, according to in¬ 
formation received by County 
Clerk J. E. Backs today. 

Only requirement is that the 
woman take an oath of allegi¬ 
ance to the United States before 
a magistrate or other accredited 
officer before assuming citizen¬ 
ship. Since 1922 American wom¬ 
en who married foreigners have 
remained American citizens unless 
they elected to take their hus¬ 
bands’ citizenship. 


They’re Mad Already 


was a large rattlesnake, which he 
allowed to crawl over his arms 
and body. This snake has been in 
captivity for some time, and has 
never attempted to bite anyone, 
so Puchert believes him safe. He 
still has full use of his fangs, and 
no poison has ever been taken 
from him. 

Methods of extracting snake 
venom were demonstrated by the 
speaker also, and about one ounce 
of venom actually was taken from 
a rattler. A cloth was placed 
over a milk bottle, and the snake 
allowed to strike it. The venom 
sack was squeezed at the same 
time, and the liquid dripped into 
the bottle. Many diseases are 
being treated with some form of 
this substance, and doctors of the 
Rockefeller foundation are experi¬ 
menting on its further use. Rattle¬ 
snake meat is also eaten, and sells 
for $2 a pound, Puchert said. 


"Snakes have very even tempers i 
—they are always mad.'* So said 
Otto Puchert, Santiago canyon 
snake expert, as he spoke before 
the Orange Lions club yesterday, 
explaining habits of snakes, taran¬ 
tulas, scorpions and other poison¬ 
ous insects and reptiles. 

Naming bees, tarantulas, scor¬ 
pions and centipedes as the more 
mildly poisonous creatures, Puch¬ 
ert said it takes a very large 
centipede to puncture the skin. 
Tarantulas do not jump, he said, 
and their poison is mild. He said 
that personally he would rather be 
bitten by a tarantula than stung 
by a bee. 

Widows Kill 48 

However, the black widow is an 
entirely different proposition, he 
added. Ten years ago this spider 
was rarely heard of, but today 
they are almost as plentiful as 
flies. The natural habitat, the 
high altitudes have been invaded 
by men who have carried the 
cocoons to the lower altitudes on 
vegetation carried home from the 
mountains. As the little spiders 
hatch out, the black widows are 
spread to all parts of the lower 
country. 

Last year in the state there 
! were 657 hospital cases caused by 
; black widows, and 48 deaths from 
the bites of these spiders, said 
Puchert. As a first aid method, 
the speaker suggested a cut be 
made at the bite with a razor 
j blade, and either spirits of am¬ 
monia, purex, clorox, or baking 
soda applied. Three milligrams of 
' the poison will kill, he explained, 
and if only one milligram is neu¬ 
tralized, it will save a life.

■ the 400-meter hurdles. 

' Hardin was just a freshman in 
college then. He has dominated 
his specialty the past four years. 
In 1934, while touring Europe, he 
l flopped over the 400-metcr sticks 
I in 50.6 seconds to set up the pres¬ 
ent world mark. 

To show how completely he 
rules the roost in his favorite 
event one has but to point out the 
Penn relays of 1935. A fine field 
of hurdlers was assembled to face 
Hardin in a special event. The 
lanky Southerner made a show of 
the field. He enjoyed such a great 
margin that when he tripped over 
one of the homestretch hurdles he 
had time to pick himself up and 
win. 

In the national championships 
at Princeton this ycai, Hardin ran 
off with the title in 51.6 seconds, 
exactly the time he predicted he 
would do before the race, and two- 
tenths of a second under his own 
championship record 

Gould Have Run Flat Kace 

Hardin is one of the outstanding 
flat quarter-milers in this country, 
having run the double furlong in 
46.9 seconds He has the speed, 
form and power to rank with the I 
best in the world. The chances 
are that he could have won a 
place on the Olympic team in the 
400 meters flat had he not been 
determined to win the hurdles title 
which eluded him in the 1932 
Olympics.

w. warga, woman astronomer, of 
the University of Pittsburgh, has 
brought the spectroscope, the 
"eye” that tells what stars are 
made of, down to earth for every¬ 
day work in making the textiles 
for dresses. 

Miss Warga told about it at 
the annual conference on spec¬ 
troscopy and its applications at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

The spectroscope breaks up light 
into the rainbow and records thou¬ 
sands of shades invisible to the 
eye. Each shade accurately iden¬ 
tifies one of the substances in the 
material producing the light. 

Instead of looking at the star¬ 
light, Miss Warga looked at the 
lights of some stained dress good 
threads while they turned in the 
end of a hollow electrode. These 
threads had been stained in manu¬ 
facture. The stains would not 
come out. 

Spectroscope showed that they 
were discolored by tin and copper. 
It was found that these two metals 
came from some bronze “travel¬ 
ers” over which the threads had ! 
passed. Substitution of hardened I

WASHINGTON. UP)—'The high 
point of "third party”movements 
in American political history was 
reached in 1912 when Theodore 
Roosevelt and the Bull Moosers 
charged spectacularly across the ] 
national scene. 

Indignant because William How¬ 
ard Taft was renominated for the 
presidency by the Republicans in 
1912 and smarting under the iron 
rule of the old guard, followers of 
"T. R.” bolted to form a party of 
their own. 

"Progressive” was chosen the 
official party name in convention 
at Chicago, Roosevelt was nom¬ 
inated for President and Hiram 
Johnson of California for vice 
president. 

Asked Woman Suffrage 

"A contract with the people,” was 
the platform, and it contained such 
planks as the direct primary, pop¬ 
ular election of senators, woman 
suffrage, greater publicity of cam¬ 
paign funds, establishment of a 
department of labor and moderate 
tarriff rates. 

"This is a new political creed,” 
said Johnson, now a member of 
the senate, in his speech of ac¬ 
ceptance. “It is the great creed 
ox equal opportunity, of a fair deal 
for all human kind. . . .” 

In the campaign Taft refused to 
go on the stump. Roosevelt, from 
late summer well into October, 
spoke throughout the country. 
Woodrow Wilson, the Democratic 
nominee, did the same. 

A Listless Campaign 

Despite the existing conventions 
of the three parties, the campaign 
had a listlessness about it; people 
assumed the Republican split as¬ 
sured a Democratic triumph. 

The great question was the size 
of the Progressive vote. 

The result was an overwhelm¬ 
ing victory for Wilson. Taft car¬ 
ried only two states—Utah and 
Vermont. Roosevelt carried five— 
Michigan, Minnesota. Pennysvania, 
South Dakota and Washington and 
also received 11 of the 13 electoral 
votes of California. Wilson car¬ 
ried the remaining states, with a 
total of 435 electoral votes, the 
largest number ever given to a 
candidate up to that time. 

The popular vote, however, was 
closer. Wilson received 6,297.099; 
Roosevelt, 4,124,959, and Taft 
13,486,399. Roosevelt and Taft to¬ 
gether had a plurality of some 
1 300,000 votes over Wilson. 

The Progressives, with 638,560 
more votes than the Republicans, 
vindicated their claim that they 
had represented the majority of 
the rank and file of the party at 
the time the Chicago convention 
nominated Taft. 

Tactical Error Seen 

Political students generally agree 
"T. R.” made a tactical mistake in 
"bolting.” Had he merely stepped 
aside, restrained his followers and 
preserved a negative attitude, they 
hold, Taft would have been de¬ 
feated—but on the day after the 
election, Roosevelt would have 
been in complete control of the 
Republican party. 

That almost certainly would 
have meant his nomination in 1916. 
perhaps his election to the presi¬ 
dency. and a great change in the 
subsequent political history of the 
nation. 


WASHINGTON. UP) An execu¬ 
tive order by President Roosevelt 
today extended to all postmaster¬ 
ships a merit system displacing 
one which made such appoint¬ 
ments a matter of congressional 
patronage. 

Affecting 13,730 postmasters of 
the first, second and third classes 
when their four-year terms expire, 
the order would provide a new 
system of civil service for candi¬ 
dates for those offices. The bot¬ 
tom grade of postmasters, fourth 
class, already are under the civil 
service. 

(The move will affect 19 post¬ 
masters in Orange county commu¬ 
nities. Santa Ana, Fullerton and! 
Anaheim are first class; Orange,! 
Huntington Beach. Newport Beach, 
Laguna Beach, Garden Grove and 
La Habra are second class, and 
Brea, Placentia, Yorba Linda, 
Buena Park, Westminster, Balboa, I 
Balboa Island, San Juan Capis-1 
trano, Tustin and San Clemente 
are third class.)

The state board of e^ualizatioi 
announced today that violators ol 
state liquor laws in Santa Ana and 
Orange county had better hunt 
cover, because the board intended 
"cracking down” on them from 
now on. 

"From here on in,” Supervising 
Liquor Control Officer Tom Collins 
said, “liquor dispensers selling to 
minors, operating disorderly houses 
or otherwise breaking the laws, 
are going to lose their licenses.” 

30 Revoked Here 

During the first half of 1936, 
Collins said, 55 arrests were made, 
22 citations issued, and fines 
amounting to $5,275 were levied in 
the fifth equalization board dis¬ 
trict, comprising Orange, River¬ 
side and San Bernardino counties. 

In Orange county alone 30 li¬ 
censes were revoked for failure to 
renew, two for sales to minors, 
one for drinking on premises with 
only an off-sale license, and one 
for giving false information to the 
board, Collins said. 

Explain Act 

The officer explained that the 
board is starting a concentrated 
drive to stop sales of liquor to 
minors. Section 56 of the Alco¬ 
holic Beverage Control act says 
that "every person who employs 
or uses the services of minors in 
or on that portion of any prem¬ 
ises which are used for the sale 
and service of alcoholic beverages 
for consumption on the premises 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

Therefore, says Collins, not only 
must liquor not be sold to minors, 
hut they may not be employed in 
the selling or serving of alcoholic 
beverages, nor can they even be 
employed in other capacities where 
liquor is being sold. 

Violation of the law will be 
grounds for cancellation of licenses.

1. Incumbents could be reap¬ 
pointed after passing a non-com¬ 
petitive civil service examination 
to demonstrate their qualifica¬ 
tions. 

2. Subordinate civil service em¬ 
ployes of the postoffice depart¬ 
ment could be appointed to such 
offices upon passing a civil serv¬ 
ice examination, likewise non¬ 
competitive. 

3. Appointment could be made 
of the person making the highest 
grade in an open competitive ex¬ 
amination, conducted by the civil 
service commission. 

At present that commission ex¬ 
amines candidates for first, sec¬ 
ond and third, as well as fourth, 
class postmasters, but certifies to 
the postmaster general the top 
three. 

Patronage Out 

Upon taking the non-competi¬ 
tive examinations, postmasters 
would be eligible for reappoint¬ 
ment. providing they made passing 
grades on the tests. Reappoint¬ 
ment. however, probably would 
not be mandatory, although it 
would be expected that preference 
would be given to incumbents who 
had made good. 

Any one of those can be named, 
and the prevailing practice has 
been to choose the one recom¬ 
mended to the postoffice head by 
the political patronage dispenser 
for the district, usually a repre¬ 
sentative or senator. 

The civil service commission 
said the order was "distinctly in 
the interests of the merit system." 

Highest Eligiblcs 

“One feature,” the commission 
said In a statement, “is that only 
one examination may be held for 
an office unless no eligiblcs are 
secured from the first examina¬ 
tion. or the eligible or eligiblcs 
resulting from the examination 
are found by the civil service com¬ 
mission to be deficient, either as 
to character or as to residence. 

“Under preceding orders as fat 
back as the administration of 
President Coolidge, the postmas¬ 
ter general was given final deci¬ 
sion with respect to the residence 
of cligibles certified by the civil 
service commission, and the execu¬ 
tive order of May 1, 1929, issued 
by President Hoover also placed 
final decision as to the matter of 
character in the postmaster gen¬ 
eral. 

“Only the highest eligible is to 
be certified for appointment un¬ 
less upon presentation to the civil 
service commission it is found by

The Eskimo-Indian feud dates 
back more than 100 years, Dr. 
Greist said, and it was kept alive 
by occasional tragedies and rob¬ 
beries. 

"Eighty years ago," Dr. Greist 
said, "a war party from the in¬ 
terior pounced on the Eskimos at 
Shishmareff on Bering Strait. 

“The Eskimos were dancing in 
the Kosge House with a big sky 
light open for ventilation. The In¬ 
dians killed all but two men who 
escaped and then took all the 
women and babies left and started 
up a river. The two Eskimos over¬ 
took the war party in a few days 
and found the camp unguarded 
and the Indians asleep. The Es¬ 
kimos armed themselves with 
stone clubs and bashed in the 
heads of the sleeping Indians, one 
by one. They took the women and 
children back to Shishmareff." 


BARROW, Alaska. CP) Eskimos 
of the Arctic coast, imaginations 
fired by a recent robbery on the 
tundra, revived strange tales today 
of a tribe of Indians dwelling in 
an unknown valley in the far in¬ 
terior. 

Mixed with stories of these leg¬ 
endary people were accounts of 
massacres beneath the northern 
lights, of men vanishing in the 
desolate wastes, of robbery and of 
revenge. 

Some of the Eskimos blamed 
members of the mysterious tribe 
for the recent robbery of Charlie 
Edwardson, 16. half white, who 
was collecting rare birds eggs with 
Rex Lloyd, 23, quarter white, "12 
days from Barrow."

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Time to Size Up London 

E VERY American who is interested in the future of 

this countrv should switch nn t VlO radin of ft I \ 'i 


this country should switch on the radio at 6 o’clock 
tonight and listen to Gov. Alfred Landon of Kansas. 
Governor Landon at that time will make a speech accept- 
ing the Republican nomination for president of the 
United States. 

The public has a lot to learn about Landon. He is 
still comparatively unknown. And although 1,000 cheer¬ 
ing G. O. P. delegates went whoopee about him at the 
Cleveland convention, he yet may not be the man to 
entrust with the responsibility of governing 130.000,000 
people. 

There are two principal standards by which to judge 
the Kansan. First, his record, which seems to be clean, 
honest and economical—but not exceptional in view of 
ordinary conditions in his state. And second, his conduct 
during the presidential campaign—in which he so far has 
made a good showing—his defiance of the Old Guard 
and the reactionary element at Cleveland indicating that 
he has a mind of his own and does not expect to be a 
waterboy for the Eastern moneyed interests which have 
so long bossed the Republican national machine. 

His acceptance speech will be the result of a month’s 
careful preparation, with the best brains and talent of 
the G. O. P. at his command. He has had the chance to 
pick out the flaws of the New Deal. He has had the 
opportunity to map a constructive program of recovery 
and reform superior to President Roosevelt's. And he 
will have a superlative occasion tonight to make himself 
and his principles better known to the American people. 

As you listen to Governor Landon, it would be well 
to bear in mind this statement from the July 18 issue 
of the Saturday Evening Post by William Allen White, 
noted Kansas liberal editor, who has known the candidate 
for 30 years and who was his spokesman on the platform 
committee at the Republican convention: 

What is the net value of Alfred Landon as a presidential 
candidate and a potential President? Will he make a good 
President? No one knows. Probably Landon himself, being 
sensible about his qualities and certainly modest enough, 
does not know. For no man knows, nor the man himself, 
whether the qualities which have stood him in stead as he 
traveled to the door of the White House will sustain him 
there. The impact of the job is tremendous. The President 
has more power over more people than a king or any other 
democratic potentate. The heavy sense of that power and the 
white-heat pressure of presidential responsibility brought to 
bear upon any human being, however he may have been 
tested before, may do strange things to him. Weight and 
pressure have changed every man who has ever gone into 
the White House. Whether Landon's good qualities will crys¬ 
tallize or crumble under the terrific heat and pressure of 
the presidential office, no man can say. 

This much can be said in favor of him: He is from the 
soil. For 20 years he has been working out in the open, 
bringing raw materials out of the earth, taking the risks 
which control a man who gambles with the native ele¬ 
ments, with the unseen forces under the earth. The pioneer 
played that game, risking his life in the virgin woods, risk¬ 
ing his health and his family’s welfare on the unplowed 
prairies. The pioneer had his joy in producing the raw ma¬ 
terials which fed and housed and clad his nation. He made 
crops. He felled forests. He opened mines. But always he 
was the gambler, with the gambler’s thrill to sustain him. 

He became a primitive. He developed common sense which 
he called hunches, his subconscious cerebration considering 
many facts. In that sense, Landon is a pioneer. Lincoln was. 
They have little else in common. Landon has more experi¬ 
ence in politics and in business and in dealing with men 
and influencing them than Lincoln had. But Lincoln had 
something else—that inestimable plus which made genius. 
They did not know it in Springfield. They did not suspect it 
in Illinois. 

Probably, Lincoln never realized, until he came to use 
his qualities, that he had them. In that also there is some, 
but not much, parallel between the two men. 

But this much is dead sure—that those who have 
known him well can promise—he has no “side.” He ex¬ 
hibits no vanity. He judges men shrewdly. He keeps his own 
counsel. He lays his own plans, projects his own way. In 
his inaugural address and his messages to the legislature, 
he has quoted Hegel and various academic economists. In 
the living room of the executive residence, one may see 
the old-fashioned standard magazines—Harper’s, The 
Atlantic Monthly, Scribner’s, often The Nation's Business, 
invariably The Saturday Evening Post, once in a while The 
New Republic and The Nation, always a New York daily 
newspaper, and invariably a good novel and the current 
book of social sociology or popular science. He respects the 
world of books and the university cloister. Before every 
Important political move he has made in Kansas, he has 
consulted an academician, but Landon has not given the 
professor executive power. He has taken the expert’s wis¬ 
dom, but has kept power for himself. He uses men more or 
less like tools. 

Well, there he is! That is his sort—canny and candid. 

At once forthright in a certain self-sufficiency. His charm 
is a cordial modesty. He is sentimental as a girl and wise 
as a serpent-—a curious fellow. But what man is not when 
you know him well as he stands under the kleig lights of 
even transitory fame! 

Listen to Governor Landon tonight—without partisan 
prejudice. And as you listen, consider his record and his 
party affiliations. Then ask yourself this question: “Will 
the people of the United States be doing the wise thing 
if they fire President Roosevelt and put Governor Landon 
in his place?” 

Judge Allen says it will cost the taxpayers 
$200,000 to try the strikers now under arrest. Well, 
are we going to increase taxes $200,000 or shall we 
turn them loose?
